out a commitment, which is turned 
over to the Sheriff for execution. 
Leonard Reyburn, clerk in Judge 
Scott’s court, said he failed to carry 
out the order through an oversight. 
Reyburn stated that he was under 
the impression that he had deliv- 
ered the commitment to the Sheriff 
last June, and that Lane was in the 
sanitarium, but discovered that he 
had not done so after reporters in- 
quired about the case yesterday. 
Lane was taken from the city jail 
to the sanitarium yesterday. 
Said He Killed Man for $10. 


When the indictments were voted 
by the grand jury against Woods, 
Hurshman and Kuhlmeyer, Assist- 
ant Cireuit Attorney James E. Mc- 
Laughlin told reporters that Lane, 
a confessed participant in the fatal 
assault, had signed a statement that 
Woods hired him to do it for $10. 
Hurshman and KRuhlmeyer were 
named by Lane, McLaughlin said, 
as participating with him in the 
beating. Lane was prompted in 
making his statement, McLaughlin 
added, by resentment against his 
fellow unionists because he had not 
received the $10. 

William J. Becker, counsel for 
the CIO Steel Workers’ Organizing 
Committee and attorney for Woods, 
Hurshman and Kuhlmeyer, filed a 
motion to quash the indictment 
against his clients on the ground 
that Lane is insane and, therefore, 
his testimony before the grand 
jury was not evidence. 

This made the question of Lane’s 
sanity the crux of the case. The 
prisoner was examined by Dr. Ed- 
mond F. Sassin, city psychiatrist, 
Who reported he found no evidence 
of insanity. Becker, contending that 
Lane should be examined by an 
impartial psychiatrist, obtained per- 
mission for Dr, Francis M. Barnes 
Jr. to conduct observations. 


Case Hinges on Sanity. 

Dr. Barnes reported evidence of 
insanity, it was stated at the Cir- 
cult Attorney's office, and recom- 
mended that Lane be sent to the 
sanitarium for further observation 
to determine the degree of insanity.

Governor Gives’. Brief 


Eulogy— Telegram From 
Herbert Hoover Received 
at Service. 


Tribute to the late Justice Benja- 
min Nathan Cardozo of the United 
States Supreme Court was paid last 
night by Secretary of the Interior 
Harold L. Ickes, Gov. Lloyd C. 
Stark and other speakers at a me- 
morial dinner given by the Broth- 
, erhood of Temple Israel. 

The audience of about 380 includ- 


ed Judges of the United States Dis- 
trict Court, the Missouri Supreme 
Court, St. Louis Circuit Court, Con- 
gressmen, lawyers and laymen. 
After the numerous eulogies, the 
meeting was brought to an impres- 
sive close by Rabbi Ferdinand M. 
Isserman of Temple Israel, who re- 
cited the Kaddish, or prayer for the 


dead, after observing that this was 
the daily duty of Jewish sons for 11 
months after the death of the fa- 
ther but that Justice Cardozo had 
no sons. He then called for a pray- 
er from the Rev. Truman B. Doug- 
las of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, 
Telegram From Hoover. 

Rabbi Isserman read a telegram 
addressed to him by former Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover, who appoint- 
ed Justice Cardozo to the supreme 
bench. 

“I. take great pleasure in joining 
in the many tributes which will be 
paid,” Hoover said. “I had known 


of Judge Cardozo’s reputation for 
many years and had enjoyed his ac- 


quaintance for a few years prior 
to the death of Justice Holmes. It 
seemed to me that there was no one 
more outstanding in his field tnan 
he at that time, It was a great loss 
to the American people that his 
health proved unequal to his task.” 
Other speakers at the dinner were 
Kenneth Teasdale, former presi- 
dent of the Migsouri and St. Louis 
Bar Associations; Joseph A. Me- 
Clain Jr. dean of the Washington 
University Law School; Ben L. Lib- 
erman, attorney and member of 
Temple Israel co tion, and 
Charles G. Ross, tor of the edi- 
torial page of the Post-Dispatch. 
An American Patriot. 
“Justice Cardozo was an Ameri- 
can patriot in the finest sense of 
that word,” said Secretary Ickes. 
“He was as militant in his devo- 
tion to the betterment of human 
conditions as his ancestors, fight- 
ing with George Washington, had 
been in their devotion to liberty and 
freedom. You are no more proud

Holmes, Ickes continued, many

“Then, as now, there were men, 
Christian as well as Jew, who op- 
posed the appointment because Car- 
dozo was a Jew,” Ickes went on. 
“There are those who always op- 
pose the appointment of a Jew to 
anything; persons, who, for one 
reason or another, wear their un- 
savory prejudices upon their sleeve 
for all to see. I will say no more 
on this than that I detest such 
bigotry. 

“Best Man for the Post.” 

“But there were others, more sih- 
cere, though no less blind, who op- 
posed the appointment on the 
ground that a second Jewish Su- 
preme Court Justice, even if he 
were the best man for the vacant 
post, would create further anti- 
Semitism, They seemed to forget 
that the coward who runs away 
from his mortal enemy justly for- 
feits the guerdon of the brave. 

“History has already rendered its 
verdict that Justice Cardozo was a 
great Judge. As one Justice has 
told us, He epitomized all that we

— Four 
bombs were thrown from the old

Few Mention Governments.

Because many say outright that the Mooney case 


T was in 1848 that William Gregg, the 
South Carolina jeweler, set up his cotton 
mill, as the New Deal has set up its sew- 
ing rooms, as a means of affording employ- 
ment to the many thousands of white people 
in South Carolina who then, Gregg said, 
“were living in comparative nakedness and 
starvation.” And there never have been 
enough jobs provided to fill their bellies and 
cover their hides, There will not be soon. 
That was exactly 90 years ago. But the 
Southern problem, economic or human, is 
where Jeweler Gregg found then, back 
on the worn-out farms, around the little 
half-dead towns, in the increasing armies of 
boys and girls who are determined, even if 
sometimes apathetically, to eat and live. 
In the South the greatest human increase 
in America has been gestating without in- 
terruption in an agricultural economy which 


has been—and is—barely able to support 


those already there, The continuous result 
is that the young must move to live. Of 
the native-born population of the nation in 
1930, 28,700,000 were born in the Southeast, 
and of these about 6,700,000 had moved, 
3,800,000 out of the South entirely, and 
2,900,000 from the rural districts to the 


Southern towns,

On the land from which these numbers 


come, wages and hours are something vastly 


different from standards which men would 
like to set in the towns. Six dollars a week 
is a scandalous wage in the towns, but $300 
@ year is not a rare income on the land 
for a whole family farming a whole year. 
Somehow, the agricultural programs of the 
New Deal have.failed to reach down to many 
of these people. ö 

All this big moving hunger is behind the 
Southern worker in the factory. If he 
could look out of the mill through the paint- 
ed windows which surround his job, the 
Southern worker could see in the fields all 
around him, on the roads all around him, 
closer to him in the streets, the boys and 
girls ready, even anxious, for his job. A- 
ways, every year and day, they are there 
waiting—and more of them by the thousands 
are born every year. It is their pressure, 
and not merely the pressure of employing 
greed, against which minimum wage laws

South knows that the best laws can be 
nullified. A Southern Governor told me, 
cryptically but clearly, that when industry 


came to his state, its owners could count

-@rous of Southern labor leaders told me: 


“If labor in the South is going to get any- 
where, we've got to do something about 
these tenant folks. The real threat to the 
American standard of living does not come 
from the coolie and the Jap but from the 
poor whites of the South. They are terribly 
poor and terribly productive. They must be 
given some sort of standards or no other 
standards in America will survive.” 


But the threat is not merely to wages and 
standards. Here is the threat of Fascism 
in the South, in the United States. Fascism? 
It is a foreign word for a foreign thing. 
And it is absurd to use a foreign term for 
a condition that was American before Mus- 
solini was born. And the term leads us to 


false thinking: it leads us to an entirely 


false fear of a repressive dictatorship com- 
ing down from the top. 

The American process is entirely reversed, 
but no prettier for the reversal. For mil- 
lions of them democracy has failed to give 
the least that men may hope from govern- 
ment or from an economic order. And, 
of course, they can be stirred in false furies. 
They, will strike at anything until there is 


‘something for themselves, 


And until they are given some sort of 
standards, no protections of law or of 
union will make secure the wages, or the 
hours, or anything else, of men and women 
at work. They, and not the sweat-shopper, 
not the exploiter, not the small-town booster, 
not the developer of backward states, threat 
en the New Deal's efforts to elevate the 
standards of workers in the South. 

The old threat implicit in their pressure 
continues despite all the law, despite all 
the successful efforts of the unions to or- 
ganize the workers who now hold the jobs. 
And a new threat grows in the South: in

The board is in the 
habit of meeting at dinner in a 
private room of a downtown hotel 
about an hour and a half before 
the time of the scheduled monthly 
open session. These meals are paid 
for from board funds, drawn from 
the secretary-treasurer’s contingent 
fund, : 

Sometimés decisions are arrived 
at in the caucus by a divided vote 
but at the formal meeting the board

Home Basements 
For Playrooms 


By Elizabeth Boykin 


. E’VE been moving heaven 
Ws earth,” writes Thelma 
W., “to keep our children in- 
terested at home. We've always 
gone in for a lot of craft work 
and it seems to keep them busy. 
Now they're simply enchanted with 
making home movies—they act out 
plays and shoot them just like a 
movie company. They even earn 
their own money to buy the films. 
Now their father and I have decid- 
ed to fix up a little theater for 
them in the basement. The children 
themselves will clean up and paint 
the room, but I’m at a loss to know 
just what to do about colors, seats 
and curtains.
